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Studies on salaries show room for improvement

Editor’s Note: This article 
deals with faculty salaries at 
UTM. Although there is no way 
to present all the facts, we have 
tried to condense our 
information into an under¬ 
standable a nd accurate account 
of what our faculty is paid and 
how that salary stands in 
comparison with other 
universities. 

“The average salary of UTM 
faculty is $27,492, a 58.5 
percent increase over the 1979 
average. In the years of this 
decade alone, this administra¬ 
tion has pumped $494,472 over 
and above what the state has 
provided for improvement in 
the salaries of teaching 
faculty. And to put that into 
perspective, it should be noted 
that had we limited salary 
increases to just the dollars 
provided by the state, the 
average salary of faculty today 
would be $25,388 or $2,104 less 
than it is today. That should 
say something about the 
priority being given to salaries 
on this campus,” Former 
Chancellor Charles Smith said 
at the Fall Faculty Address on 
Sept. 12 

The salaries of UTM’s 
faculty are below average 
when compared with ten 
universities similar to UTM in 
size and characteristics, 


according to a study by the 
American Association of 
U ni versi ty Professors! A A U P). 
(see table 1.) 

‘The administration does all 
it can. There are three basic 
reasons our salaries are low: 1.) 
the history of legislative 
appropriations 2.) young 
faculty in comparison with 
more established schools 
(there is a relationship 
between length of service and 
salary.)3.) rapid promotionsat 
UTM,” Dr. Ted James, 
professor of biology and 
former chairman of the 
biology department said last 
Tuesday. 

A faculty salary survey done 
by the College and University 
Personnel Association (CUPA) 
shows that for 1984-1985 the 
average salary for UTM is 
$27,434, with the highest 
salary being $40,419 and the 
lowest $13,000. (see table 2.) 

“My main concern is that 
salaries in the School of 
Business are well in line with 
the CUPA average, but 
salaries in the other schools are 
drastically underneath the 
average,” said Joe Devitis, 
professor of secondary 
education, Monday. 

Devitis said UTM should do 
more to make the other 
salaries comparable. 


According to a study done by 
Dr. James for 1984-1985, 
professors’ salaries were 
increased by 15.55 percent; 
associate professors’ salaries 
were increased by 13.71 
percent and instructors’ 
salaries were increased by 
12.87 percent. 

"Money that comes from the 
state goes to salaries and other 
funding. This year the state 
allocated a five percent 
increase for salaries; UTM 
took $137,000 that was given 
by the state for UTM’s use, and 
put it into salaries, Brad 
Hurley, executive assistant to 
the chancellor said Monday. 

Several faculty members 
and administrators agreed 
that two of the reasons UTM’s 
professors are paid low by 
comparison are UTM has a 
high percentage of professors 
(37.1 percent compared to a 
national average of 34.7 
percent) and until recently, 
when someone was promoted 
to professor he or she received 
no raise. 

“Salaries are a sensitive 
subject because of all the 
factors involved, but the 
administration is doing all it 
can,” Dr. A.L. Addington, vice 
chancellor of Academic 
Affairs said Friday.

Library offers new services 
for UTM students and staff

UTM’s Paul Meek Library 
has added three new services 
for students and faculty: an 
automated periodical system, 
an on-line search service and a 
book lease program, Joel 
Stowers, library director, said 
Thursday. 

The automated periodical 
system does all that the 
manual system did and 
provides information about the 
status of the journal (whether 
it is a current subscription or 
inactive), subject headings for 
each title, indexing status and 
the location of the periodical in 
the library, Stowers said. 

“The automated periodical 
system is very easy to operate. 
The students can either call up 
the periodical by title or use 
the printed list of all the 
library’s titles and punch in 
the code number for the title 
they need,” Stowers said. 


The second addition to the 
library's services, the on-line 
search service, provides 
information about a specific 
topic, not information on 
where to find information. 
Although it costs to operate the 
service, it should be of value to 
faculty and students, Stowers 
said. 

“Previously, when faculty 
members and students needed 
information for research, 
computer searches had to be 
performed at UTCHS, UTK 
or Memphis State with the 
help of UTM’s Interlibrary 
Loan Librarian,” Stowers said. 

This on-line system will 
speed up the search process, 
give current comprehensive 
information and give automa¬ 
tic up-dates, he explained. 

For a search to be run, the 
requestor should call the 
library and set up a mutually 
convenient time. The cost of 
the service, which depends on 
the databases accessed and the 


length of the search, varies 
from $25 per hour to $138 per 
hour. 

Most searches only take 15 to 
20 minutes making the 
average cost $25 including 
printed materials. 

The book lease program, 
which was developed to give 
students an'i faculty access to 
current bestsellers that the 
library cannot afford to buy, 
allows the library to keep a 
collection of current bestsel¬ 
lers at minimal cost to the 
library, Stowers said. 

Each month new titles will 
be selected from pre¬ 
publication and best-seller 
lists sent from the book 
distributor, and during the 
year the books will be sent 
back to the distributor as their 
circulation declines, Stowers 
explained. 

The books, which can be 
checked out, are located on the 
first floor in a book case 
labelled “Best Sellers.”

Winter registration will be in U.C.

Registration is going to be 
moving from the administra¬ 
tion building to room 209of the 
University Center starting 
with registration for winter 
quarter on Nov. 13, according 
to Emily McClain, associate 
registrar. 

McClain says by having 
more space they are going to 
double the number of 
terminals that they have and 
reduce the time spent 
registering. Students will have 
one week for pre-registration 


whereas in the past they had 
almost two weeks. 

“Each student will be given 
a specific time to come and 
register," McClain mentioned. 

An appointment time is 
based on the number of credit 
hours passed, and an 
appointment card will be 
mailed to the student’s campus 
address on Nov. 4. 

For off-campus students, re¬ 
admitted students or transfer 
students, the appointment 
card will be mailed to their 
home address. 

“What we are trying to do is 
to keep students from having 
to stand in line,” McClain said. 

She said that if a student has 


problems with his or her 
appointment time, he or she 
will have to register later. 

Changes will also be made in 
drop/add for winter quarter. 

Students will not be allowed 
to register and then drop/add 
before the quarter begins, 
McClain said. 

She said that until now. 
when students registered they 
could immediately go through 
drop/add. But starting winter 
quarter, the students will not 
be allowed to drop/add until 
Jan. 7. 

“Students will have to give 
careful thought to what they 
originally sign up for,” 
McClain added.

New test may 
infringe on 
student’s rights 


If there’s one thing UTM students all agree on, it is tests. No 
one enjoys taking tests, especially if the tests have no obvious 
effect on the student’s G.P.A. Just mentioning elementary 
school achievement tests is enough to start some people 
nervously searching for a number-two pencil with hate in 
their eyes. 

Well starting next quarter all graduating seniors will be 
required to take two tests before they can leave this university 
with a degree that took four years of tests to earn. Not exactly 
fair, is it? 

One examination will be a subject test covering the student's 
major. The other test will be the ACT COMP exam which will 
measure general knowledge and skills of the graduating 
student. Neither of the two test scores will appear on student 
transcripts or be used as graduation requirements for several 
years, said A.L. Addington, vice chancellor of Academic 
Affairs. 

Addington said that the scores will be used now to evaluate 
the educational progress of UTM in the last four years. The 
scores will also be used to determine UTM’s strengths and 
weaknesses in comparison with other universities. However, 
eventually there will be a standard score requirement for 
graduation. 

So, during the next several years the graduating seniors will 
be taking tests that will be used in establishing a required test 
score. A score that all students must exceed, regardless of the 
student’s G.P.A., in order to graduate from thii university. 

The administration is encouraging all seniors who will be 
taking the tests to do their best. If they merely till out tneir 
name or hurry through the test the results would be 
inaccurate. The administration would then have to develop a 
standard score for graduation sooner than expected. Or even 
worse, put the score results on the students' transcripts. This 
would hurt everyone involved. 

The benefits of the testing system are obvious. The 
academic departments could evaluate and improve 
themselves more accurately. The tests would make it easier 
for UTM to compare itself to other universities. And if our test 
scores were higher than other universities, perhaps more 
money would be availible for UTM programs. 

But what about the students? Is it fair to ask them to take a 
series of tests to graduate after they have completed their 
academic requirements? The tests may help improve our 
educational system but is it invading the rights of the student? 
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"Despite everything, things are too high. The food is too high. The books and school supplies in the 
Bookstore ham prices as if they were made of gold. I think they are good about employing students in part- 
time jobs. That's a plus.”

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Veterinarian remembers 
local business first year

A mixture of hi-tech owner 
education and down-home animal 
care, the Animal Hospital of 
Martin-run by Dr. Melissa 
Saxton and hospital manager 
Lauren Hill-has been in business 
for one year this month. Located 
one mile past Shoney's on the 
Union City highway, the clinic has 
received much of its business—and 
part-time help-from the students 
of UTM, according to Hill. 

“The first emergency we had 
was adalmation owned by an AGR 
from the university." said Hill. “It 
was strange because the 
dalmation came back to us for 
another emergency exactly one 
year, to the day, that he was here 
before. 

“We also get a lot of faculty from 
UTM. such as Harold Lister and 
Diane Gower,” she said. “We are 
beginning to get a lot more people 
from surrounding towns as well, 
which is really great, since we 
haven’t been listed in the phone 
book all year. I guess people have 
just heard of us by word-of- 
mouth." 

The clinic provides valuable 
experience for pre-vet majors as 
well, by allowing them to serve as 
volunteer assistants. 

“We made a case study 
presentation to all the pre-vet 
students,” Hill said. “We started 
out with 12 volunteers last fall, 
and hope for at least that many 
this fall. Sometimes we hire some 
of these volunteers if we get really 
bogged down.” 

“Although,” Saxton added, 
“When Lauren and I were at a 
convention once, two of the pre-vet 
kids decided they didn’t like the 
color scheme. So they repainted it. 


To further its owner-education 
program, and compensate for the 
lack of a humane society in Martin 
and Weakley County, the clinic 
has a series of 30 videotapes 
covering every topic, from 
housebreaking to feline leukemia. 

“The films help us immensely.” 
Dr. Saxton explained, “because 
we might leave out details when 
talking to patients about some of 
these problems. And the video 
pictures of some of the disease 
symptoms might help owners 
recognize them better than just 
our description of the symptoms." 

One of the more unusual 
community services the clinic has 
been involved with was the care of 
three baby gerbils at the Weldon 
Library in downtown Martin. 

“They had three baby gerbils,” 
Saxton explained, “and they 
walked in one morning and found 
one with a broken leg. They had no 
idea how it happened. We had to 
amputate the leg, so they named 
him ‘Tripod’.” 


happened-il had been caught in a 
cage. We had to amputate his leg 
as well, and they named him 
Three-Wheeler.’ They named the 
third one ’Lucky.’” 

Hill said the hospital sees an 
average of 21 animals a day, 
allotting an average of 20 minutes 
to each animal. “We usually work 
12-14 hours a day." Among the 
more interesting cases the 
hospital has seen in its first year 
have been an abscessed rooster 
and a terminally ill boa 
constrictor." 

“We had about 12 pre-vet 
students here when the owner 
brought the snake in," Saxton 
said. "Lauren and I looked at the 
snake, turned back around, and 
they were all gone out the back 
door. But by the time the snake 
died, everyone was back in, 
petting him and urging him on.” 

The clinic is the first one for the 
veterinarian and the administra¬ 
tor, and Hill already has some 
pragmatic observations. 

“I'd always heard that in rural 
areas, people paid you with 
chickens and potatoes and things 
“The next morning, they found like that,” she said. "I used to 

anotherone with a broken leg, only laugh, but now that I’m running 

this time they found out how it the place. I’m glad to get the food.”

Experience like this can help 
pre-vet students get an edge in 
gaining admission to graduate 
school. "We try to present positive 
examples,” Hill said. “Dr. Saxton 
presents case studies to the pre-vet 
club, which show what’s actually 
involved in the work. We try to get 
them interested, not scare the hell 
out of them.” 

“Vet school is competitive,” 
Saxton agrees, “but there’s always 
room for good people. It takes 
more than just a love of animals, 
though-you have to have a real 
scientific interest in the work." 

The hospital is also active in 
community service, particularly 
the education of young pet- 
owners. This past year some of the 
hospital’s staff visited the 
classrooms in the Martin 
Elementary School to talk to the 
children about animal care. 

“It was a lot of fun.” said Hill. 
“We took my dog, Sunshine, along 
and the kids loved him. Sunshine 
is the most well-known dog in 
Martin now.” 

The clinic also presents a Fun 
Pet Show each May, to celebrate 
National Pet Week. "We have 
contests like a longest tail contest, 
a Sylvester look-alike contest, and 
things like that for the area 
children." 

“We also have about four Scout 
troops in every week,” Saxton 
continued. “They come in to see 
our ‘bug collection,' which shows 
all the different types of parasites 
that can affect animals.” 


And of course, she wouldn’t have had to 
restrict her feelings to a mere sonnet’s 
length, either.

Seager will also present 
“Confessions of a Biographer and 
Editor: Tyler. Mahan and Clay” to 
the annual meeting of the 
Tennessee Archivists held at 
UTM on Friday, at 10 a.m. in 
rooms 206-209 of the U.C. These 
events are free and open to the 
public. 

The historian holds degrees 
from Rutgers University. 
Columbia University and Ohio 
State University. He has held 
teaching positions at Denison 
University in Ohio, U.S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, Md., 
University of Maine and 
Washington College in Maryland. 
He is currently a Hallam 
Professor at the University of 
Kentucky in addition to editing 
The Papers of Henry Clay. 

Seager has written numerous

The taste for sweets is innate 
Newborn infants demonstrate 
more pleasure in their facial 
expression when given sweetened 
water than plain water 

This natural sweet tooth has 
been abused during the past few 
decades. Annual consumption of 
sugar (white, brown, syrup and 
corn sweeteners) in the United 
States is 110 pounds per person. 
This is 25 percent of the total daily 
caloric need of the average female 
on campus. We are encouraged by 
the National Academy of Sciences 
to reduce this amount to five to ten 
percent. 

Of the 110 pounds of sugar, 
about 70 pounds are added to foods 
during processing. Sugar is 
present in hamburger buns, 
peanut butter and makes up 60 
percent of the weight of the 
popular breakfast cereals and 
instant breakfasts. One table¬ 
spoon of ketchup has one teaspoon 
of sugar. 12 ounces of cola has 9 
teaspoons of sugar (one teaspoon of 
sugar is 20 calories). 


Sugar is not addictive and is not 
harmful if consumed in 
moderation. Epidemiological 
studies correlate consumption of 
sugar in excess of caloric need 
with incidence of obesity, non¬ 
insulin dependent diabetes, high 
blood lipid levels and arterioader 
osis. Sugar is cariogenic and if 
the mouth is not washed after its 
ingestion, it may cause dental 
decay. 


Sugar displaces valuable 
nutrients and fiber in the diet. One 
12 ounce can of lemon soda 
provides 220 calories and no other 
nutrient. One fourth of a small 
cantaloupe, one slice of whole 
wheat bread, one egg plus one 
tomato and one lettuce leaf add up 
to about 220 calories and a 
substantial amount of high quality 
proteins, vitamins A, C, folate, 
iron, fiber and other needed 
nutrients.

New York Governor Mario Cuomo says a new rule aimed at closing 
gay bathhouses and other establishments allowing “high risk” sex 
linked to AIDS will stand up to any legal challenge. The rule will be 
enforced in New York City by the city health department, although a 
spokesman said yesterday the department had not yet decided how to 
implement the new regulations. 


The House voted 240-170 last week to add four weeks of daylight- 
saving time to the year. The measure will take effect next year if the 
Senate approves it. The compromise measure calls for changing the 
start of daylight-saving time from the last Sunday in April to the 
first, and for ending it the first Sunday of November instead of the 
last Sunday of October. 

Daylight-saving time is supposed to add an extra hour of daylight 
at the end of the day, and proponents of the measure argue that the 
fall extension will make Halloween safer for kids. But rural 
opponents of the bill like Republican Harold Rogers of Kentucky are 
worried about risks to kids who have to go to school in the springtime 
darkness. 


House members say they hope to act on both the debt ceiling bill 
and balanced budget legislation before the end of the week in order to 
avoid juggling federal finances. Treasury Department officials say 
they would be forced to redeem bonds to cover Social Security checks 
if the debt ceiling is not lifted by this Friday.
